It is a known fact to the in- 
yestigator, though not to the 
man in the streets, that where 
the Sanhedrin stood in Jerusa- 
Jem there was one of these 
spurting wells, and the powers 
of the Voice were great until 
the priests began to deteriorate 
by mercenary means. 

Then when it was demon- 
strated through Pauline-lesus 
of the Christ making complete 
contact, and the VAIL of the 
Temple being rent, it is per- 
fectly true for the crevice of 
Fire exploded and the Temple 
was wrecked to pieces. 


In the plate demonstrated is 
seen a rebuilding in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre, where 
in the 12th century the Cru- 
saders rebuilt it and held cere- 
monies hoping for the Fire to 
reappear. So it is obvious that 
such knowledge was known up 
till then at least. But well down 
below there are two caverns, 
one of 29 steps leading down 
to the Chapel of St. Helena, the 
mother of the Emperor Con- 
stantine who in the year 
A.D. 326 caused this to be re- 
built. And further below, down 
another 13 steps, is a Chapel of 
the finding of the Cross. 

Amazing stories are associ- 
ated with it, but it seems quite 
evidential that this was a 
cavern where the sulphurous 
gaseous fumes came forth and 
found their way up to the upper 


refer to this and Dean Stanley, 
a religious authority upon this 
subject, has given much descrip- 
tion. In fact in his translations 
he goes quite deeply into this 
matter of springs and fountains 
as the “ Spring of the Sun ” and 
the “Dragon Well”; although 
he does not entirely bring forth 
of their real mystical depth, he 
intimates sufficiently for the 
Mystic to be able to penetrate 
and correlate by the “ ladder of 
Jacob”; the mystical flight to 
Ain Soph. 

These wells and pits are re- 
ferred to as “ Ain ” and * Oph”, 
water and fire of unusual nature.
